The poor have feelings as well as the 
rich; and these feelings, as they are less 
disguised by education and habits of 
policy, always express themselves more 
openly, and, we may add, in a manner 
which is more true to nature, The 
veneration and affection which all rode 
nations have for their rulers and chiefs, 
and great men, even when these are 
neither very wise nor very well be- 
haved, evinces plainly that the principle 
of showing deference to place and 
wealth is inherent ii human nature; 
and if at any time the affections and 
veneration of the poor be estranged 
from the rich, it may be laid down as 
an axiomatic troth that the rich are at 
fanlt.

Preparation for Wheat. 


Wheat seeding will soon be in order. 
The important queatron now, is: What 
preparation shall be given as the most 
profitable conélition for the crop? 
Wheat after oats.or barley is the com- 
mon practice in manylocalities. While 
it iscertainly notthe best, it must be 
considered, because it is the custom. 
After the harvest of cats or barley, the 
ground for wheat should be to induce 
growth of the grains that have fallen. 
This may be effected by very thorough 
harrowing, alter the growth has been 
made sufficient to exhaust vitalit¥ of 
the seeds. In such cases thereisthedoub- 
le profit of cultivation, and cleaning 
theground. After this work is well 
done there is the plowing, this time of 
the required depth as the immediate 
fitting for the seed. Opinions will 
differ about the requirement of depth, 
and something must depend on the 
character of the soil; but there is one 
rule that has no exception. The land 
must be well plowed to insure best 
results.

must be loosened by the plow and 
brought to the finest tilth, and this 
must be done so Jar before the time of 
seeding that the earth may settle to a 
compact condition—tlat isto aay, the 
earth must be made fine and then pack- 
ed. Thisgives the rootlets of the 
springing wheat plants contact with, 
and firm hold upon the earth from 
which they are to draw their support; 
and it gives also the best condition for 
planting the sed at a uniform and 
proper depth. Very loose ground is 
likely to receive the seed so deep that 
it will be lost. Compacting the fine 
earth beneath the seed, is in effect 
much like presssing it upon the seed, 
and is really better if but one of these 
conditions can bebad. Any amount of 
dragging, even a dozen times, if so 
much can be afforded before sowing, is 
as beneficial as fitting. Ifas much time 
can be spent in this work as in plowing, 
it will surely be ‘profitable on lands in- 
clined to lumps. The fitting for winter 
wheat must be good, or the chances of 
satisfactory yieldsare thrown away in 
the outset. With thorough work in 
this part there is diminished require- 
ment forseed, stronger and more health- 
ful growth and less risk of winter-kill_ 
ing.—The Huebandman.

I 
find itpays to give the lambs, yearlings 
and breeding ewes some corn after 
about the 20th of October, one-half an 
ear per head on the start, and gradually 
increasing the amount as the grass grows 
poorer. T nsually feed in flocks of two 
orthree hundred, being careful that 
each flock is well graded as to strength 
and condition. The key-stone ofsuccess 
in the whole matter is to keep your flock 
young, fed well and bred with good 
judgment. Tit doesnot pay to keep 
them well, itdoes not pay to keep them 
atall. Texpect every sheep on my 
place to eat twoand one-half bushels of 
corn between fall and spring, ag well as 
what hay they can consume.

Solid Facts for Farmers. 

The great British agricultarist, Mr. 
Caird, makes the observation that A- 
merican exports of food stuff are gradu- 
ally ruining the English producer, 
which is well taken, According to a 
table prepared by the board- of trade, 
by order of the house of Commons, the 
total value of articles of food imported 
into the United Kingdom from 1858 to 
1878 has increased from £57,217,000 in 
yalue to £167,553,000, one-thirteenth of 
which has been imported from the U- 
nited States. Last year 749,316,600 
pounds of bacon and hams, valued at 
$48,435,057, were exported, mostly to the 
United Kingdom, besides over 100,000,- 


_.|000 bushels of wheat from the four 


ports of New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore; 85,000,000 bushels 
of corn, 140,000000 pounds of cheese: 
38,000,000 pounds of butter, and over 
250,000,000 pounds of lard, two-thirds 
of which went into the United Kingdom 
last year, No wonder Mr. Caird has 
grave apprehentions respecting Ameri- 
can competition anda power to regu- 
lute prices, in view of the unsatiafacto- 
ry condition of British agriculture. 
Daring the ten years, 1870 to 1879, in- 
elusive, 60 per cent. of the exports of 
cotton, too, from the United States, was 
to Great Britain and Ireland. Mr. 
Caird’s incidental reference to the fact 
that American competition has of late 
years even affected the “animal” mar- 
ket of England, suggests to us to state 
that America last year exported 76,448,- 
174 pounds of fresh beef, and 40,574,602 
pounds of salted beef, besides 92,072,988 
pounds of pork and 101,646,000 pounds 
of tallow. Mr. Cnaird’s recently ex- 
pressed views upon the cause of the 
famine in Ireland and. the depresston 
of agriculture in England affords us a 
good pretext for thus referring to a few 
of the agricultural advantages of the U- 
nited States. 


Wool Prospects. 


In the early season of the year efforts 
are generally made by buyers to de- 
press the market in wool, the object be- 
ing to depreciate prices in anticipation 
of the spring clip, endeavoring thereby 
to influence the views of farmers in ad- 
vance. From this well-understood fact 
it would not haye been strange if the 
market at this time had developed a 
quiet or weak feeling, but it is noticea- 
ble that prices are firm with an active 

arket in all desirable wools, Medium 
fibe wool is practically out f the mark- 
et, doubtless on account of its scarcity, 
and the greater part of the business 
transacted for some weeks has been in 
fine wools. It has been the opionion in 
some quarters that the advance in De 
cember was largely speculative, and 
was not based on the legitimate wants 
of the trade but the demands from the 
manufacturers are unabated, Themar- 
ket for goods continues strong, the mills 
generally having large orders ahead, and 
ready sale for all they can make. For 
the present, therefore, the phase of the 
market is steady and strong, with no 
prospect of weakness in the near future. 
This is an item for hope at. the com- 
mencement of the season, partially for 
those farmers who haye retained the clip 
of previous years in anticipation of 
some upward tendency in prices, which, 
owing to the terrible deadlock through 
which we haye passed, was anything 
but satisfactory, either as regards the 
tone of the market, or the readiness of 
manuiacturers td renew their stocks.— 
The Farm ( Dublin).
